This statement, which labels the 
North Dixon school as among 
the 
list of the most forward high schools 
of the state, is a satisfaction to the 
management of the school. 


The object of the North Central 
association is to establish closer re­ 
lations between the colleges and the 
secondary schools of the North Cen­ 
tral states. Us decisions bearing up­ 
on the policy and management 
of 
the high schools are understood to 
be advisory. In its conferences, inter­ 
ests common to tiie high schools and 
the higher institutions are discussed 
with a view to eliminate differences, 
to reduce friction, 
and 
to avoid 
waste from duplication of efforts, 
without in any way interfering with 
the rights and interests of individ­ 
ual institutions of the 
educational 
interests and methods of the individ­ 
ual states included in titis represen­ 
tation. 
Among the important things which 
have been undertaken by the asso­ 
ciation are, first, to define 
college 
entrance requirements; that is, 
to 
point out tiie line 
of demarcation 
between 
colleges 
and 
secondary 
schools. To this end the 
secondary 
school has been defined as exiend­ 
ing through four years’ time, or 30 
weeks at least, four or five days of j 
each week devoted to the study of a 
given subject. 
It is much to the advantage of the 
high schools of these states to tints 
work in co-operation with tlte higher 
institutions of learning, for by so 
doing not only do high school grad- 
nates get full credit for work done
